thatDay, & theDay on which he was circumct'cd was a- 
nothertho’ theCircumcifion was , erformed inthe Morn. 
ing of thac Dav. In like Manner therefore, the Day 
in which Cdrif? was buried was one Day, and the Day 
on which he arofe was another. Ja thorc our Savi- 
our rofe from the Dead the Third Day properly, and 
was Three Days and Three Nights in the Heart of 
the Barth Synecdochically.

Saintor Angel, is animproper Expreifi on, no Church 
being dedicated orcontecrated to any orner than Chrift. 
But becaufe Multitude, as of Perfons, fo of Things 
particular, caufes varicty of proper Names to be de- 
vifed for Diftin@tion fake, the Builders or Founders 
of Churches do diftingnifh them by what Names tliey 
pleafe, for which no Reafon is to be given ber their 
own Conceits ; as there is likewife no other Reafon 
to be given, why a nobler Perfon ts fometimes cal'ed 
by a Chrifian Name of jefs Dignity than another. 
We agree with the Querift that it appears more pru- 
bable trom Story iat St, Paw! was on Foor chan on

As Mufic 
is a Science, and by Confeqnence can never be fuily 
Jearn’d, for then it wou'd ceale to bea Science; So 
many Manners may be dilcoverd d:fferen: trum any 
yet, and perhaps more Beautiful But as al! Arts and 
Sciences flou ih accord: g as tney are encourag’d, fo 
Mufic hath had grearer ncovrageiment in Ira/v and 
for a longer time ‘han in any other Ccunrries; and as 
it hath had in Kxgicnd beyond in former times, fo of 
late Years ir has been proporttonably improv’d. Tis 
certain no People inthe World have an acurer Geo 
nius for Improvement in any Arts and Sctences than 
our own Nation. and wou'd out Quality give Ene 
couragement accordingly, we believe Foreigners wou'd 
be litle tempted to cone over, and tho’ our Matters 
may not attain tO ‘he tame manner with the Iralsans, 
they m>y to as de ightfal an one and perhaps to {uch 
Perfeétion, as co incline Foreign Courts to invice them 
over.
